dget deficit,” reads the docu- 
ent. 


In order to compensate for an 
pected 15 per cent reduction in 
evernment grants, the plan pro- 
Oses students shoulder a greater 


portion of operating costs. 

Fees are expected to increase by 
about $250 per year from 1993-1997. 
This would drive student fees to 33 
per cent of the U of A’s total operat- 
ing costs. 

The report cites information gath- 
ered by the department of Ad- 
vanced Education which predicts 
the number of high school gradu- 
ates seeking to enter University 
degree programs to increase by 50 
per cent between now and 2005. 

The idea of increasing access to 
universities by increasing the num- 
ber of post-secondary institutions 
province-wide was also rejected in 
the report. 

“In our view, emphasizing the 
quality of university degrees in the 
province argues against increasing 
the number of degree-granting in- 
stitutions in Alberta. Recognition 
outside the province...could be se-

verely limited.” 

Instead, the University hopes to 
make room for this influx of stu- 
dents by using facilities more ex- 
tensively in the evenings and on 
weekends. The University is also 
counting on increased government 
and private sector funding to pro- 
vide extra space. The University 
also reminded the government it 
expects student loan funding to 
continue. 

“We assume that the province 
continues to fund a vigorous pro- 
vincial student loan program, which 
grows sufficiently to ensure needy 
students are not denied access to 
post-secondary education for finan- 
cial reasons.” 

The document will not become 
an approved statement of Univer- 
sity policy until it is considered by 
the Board of Governors in early 
November.

the students and the general pub- 
lic,” Taylor said in an interview 
Wednesday. 

Taylor proposed that universi- 
ties be funded based on “outputs”; 
funding would be based on the 
number of students who passed 
rather than the number who are 
enrolled. Universities would thus 
have an incentive to teach students 
well, he said. 

“We're dealing with the best and 
the brightest of our students in 
Alberta. There is no reason that in 
some classes, up to 50 per cent are 
failing.”

More teaching, 
less research 
says Tory MLA 


Ady said in the Legislature that 
universities aren’t funded on the 
basis of enrollment and that he was 
satisfied with the current funding 
structure. 

Students’ Union president 
Terence Filewychsaid Taylor’s pian 
was illogical. 

“We could see a decline in the 
standards of the University,” he 
said, pointing out that departments 
could pass students who didn’t 
know the material in order to qualify 
for funding. 

Taylor also said more teaching 
and less research would serve stu- 
dents better. 

“I think there are all kinds of 
good teachers in high schools and 
colleges who don’t do very much 
research at all...I think the college 
system is a good model.” 

Rod Wilson, president of the As- 
sociation of Academic Staff, said 
Taylor’s view was simplistic. 

“One of the things that some- 
body like Mr. Taylor has to keep in 
mind is that the University of 
Alberta gets something in excess of 
$80 million in grants for research. 
Research money has very highrates 
of return, in simple economic 
terms.” 

Wilson said the junior college 
model doesn’t hold for a univer- 
sity. 

“We argue that university re- 
search is linked to university teach- 
ing ina very direct way. The teach- 
ers whoare researchers are going to 
be more current.” 

Ady told the Legislature that the 
government has no jurisdiction in 
the matter. 

Undaunted, Taylor said he will 
continue to pursue his proposal. 

“T’ll be talking to Mr. Ady, and 
I'll be talking to caucus about these 
proposals....Government has to re- 
invent the ways they’re doing 
things. Everything’s on the table.”

Making new friends in a big in- 
stitution can be a challenge, but in 
the faculty of Science, one needn’t 
fear. The Cohort Mentorship Pro- 
gram is designed just for that. 

According to Cohorts coordina- 
tor Trevor Buckle, the program is 
designed to help first year Science 
students adjust to“ university stress 
and the change in lifestyle” that 
befalls many U of A students. 

Cohorts is a program run 
through the faculty of Science 
where first year students are 
matched with second, third, and 
fourth year students in the faculty. 
The groups of five to seven stu- 
dents and their mentor meet oncea 
week for an hour to discuss infor- 
mation about the University and 
answer questions. However, Co- 
horts is truly a social program. 


Cohorts offers the opportunity 
to meet new Science students ona 
social level.

Because Cohorts is designed to 
familiarize first year students with 
the University, most groups have 
finished for the year as students 
become comfortable with the cam- 
pus. 

“However, some groups are con- 
tinuing and are just taking a few 
weeks off for midterms,” said 
Buckle. 

This was Cohorts’ second year, 
and although Buckle says “it takes 
four or five years to really estab- 
lish,” Cohorts saw a 200 per cent 
increase in participation this year.

favourite is “A Fine Line,” which is about 
standing up and pronouncing your indi- 
viduality.

Under a Kim Campbell government, fed- 
eral Tories promise to reform the Canada 
Student Loans Program. They intend to in- 
clude raising loan limits (from $3500 a year 
to $5100 for full-time students), “provide 
flexibility for students with disabilities and 
students in special circumstances, such as 
single parents and mature students,” set up 
a national program of deferred grants, and 
“expand interest relief to low-income bor. 
rowers,” according to Thorkelson’s response. 

The Tory candidate deferred many of the 


questions to the provincial government, since” 
post-secondary education technically falls 
under their jurisdiction. 

“Since education is the constitutional ju7 
risdiction of the provinces...it is up to each 
provincial government to set up its own 
priorities and to allocate its fiscal resources 
accordingly....Prime Minister Kim Campbell 
has made it clear that we have no intention 
of challenging or changing that fact.” 

However, currently the federal govern- 
ment contributes approximately $6 million 
each year to post-secondary education 
through provincial transfers.

The T-Birds will be a different 
team than the one that visited 
Edmonton in September.

Alberta cross country team at Canada West’s

The Golden Bears and Pandas 
Cross Country teams travel to 
Calgary this weekend to vie for top 
honours at the Canada West Cham- 
pionships.

Althoughinjuries and departures 
have plagued the Pandas, the 
women’s side will be looking to 
improve on last year’s fourth-place 
finish. Led by grizzled veteran Barb 
Waldie and highly touted first-year 
Jennifer Koelbl, the Pandas could 
press for a top-three finish. 

Despite losing three of last year’s 
top scorers, the Bears have become 
a legitimate contender for the 
Canada West crown. Due to the 
return of key members like Neil 
Chomos and Tim Berrett, and the 
addition of an impressive crop of 
rookies, possibilities look promis- 
ing. 

Entering the meet unrecognized 
by the CIAU rankings, the Bears 


will also have the element of sur- 
prise. 

“No other teams have heard any- 
thing about us so far this season, 
but after this weekend, I think that 
will change,” predicted a confident 
David Stewart, who will be a key to 
the Bears’ success. 

Perhaps the most remarkable as- 
pect of the Bears team this year is 
unprecedented depth. “It’s safe to 
say that the second half of our order 
this season is as strong as last year’s 
top five Bears,” said Stewart. 

In a team competition such as 
this, depth is essential. Scoring is 
accorded to a team’s first five fin- 
ishers, so a team is no stronger than 
its fourth and fifth-place finishers. 

“Last year at nationals UBC put 
three guys in the top fourand lost to 
Sherbrooke because their next two 
finishers were languishing in the 
high twenties,” noted co-captain 
Tim Berrett.

diagnosed with a very serious illness, 
was pregnant and had been kicked 
out of residence. In her last para- 
graph she confessed that “none of 
the above is true, but | did receive a 
failing grade in Chemistry and | sim- 
ply wanted to put things in perspec- 
tive.” Somehow, | am convinced that 
after reading the letter her parents 
weren't as upset about the failing 
grade as they might otherwise have 
been. Maybe we all need a heavy 
dose of “perspective” in our lives.

The programs are: Women and 
Development, Labour World, and 
the Popular Sector whose main event 
is the Global Visions Film Festival. 
The centre also publishes the news- 
letter Connections with information 
on upcoming events, ongoing 
projects, and special reports from 
people currently working in the South. 

The centre exists because of and 
for people who conscientize them- 
selves and who take it to a personal 
level.

Is 
supposed “over-population” the rea- 
son for hunger and famine? Test your 
own limits. There are opportunities to 
get active and to find relevant and 
alternative information at CIA; it wel- 
comes all learners and seekers of 
personal and global transformation. 
It is a supportive environment that 
draws from the community while also 
giving back with energy and dedica- 
tion. 

There are currently almost two 
hundred teachers on the CIA contact 
list. What does this mean to future 
teachers? This means that there is a 
community of teachers in Alberta 
schools that are rejecting the passive 
notion of education, and who are 
involved in the empowerment of stu- 
dents. Learner centres like CIA are a 
positive and non-confrontational way 
to conscientize yourself for personal 
and international reasons, but also 
for the learners that you will come in 
contact with. Students are exposed to 
all of the mainstream media that 
depicts a vast world in which they 
have no voice. CIA provides you with 
the means to understand the world in 
which we live — the world that we 
can change as future teachers and as 
global citizens.

Practicum Dos & Don'ts 
according to Mrs. McArthur 


Laura, known by the 6 to 12 year 
old population of Spruce Grove as 
Mrs. McArthur, received an Excel- 
lence in Teaching Award in 1989. 
Her verve is unparalleled, her energy 
enough to charge a person’s sweater 
with static electricity, and her shoes 
always match her sweater. And, as 
one might guess, she has a lot of 
helpful advice for the future teachers 
of the world. | recently interviewed 
the spunky Mrs. McArthur about what 
she looks for in a student teacher. 
Now, pay close attention education 
students as some of the secrets of a 
successful practicum (and, oh please, 
a JOB!), are revealed unto you. 

| asked Laura — oop! Mrs. 
McArthur, rather — what good stu- 
dent teachers are all about, and she 
gave me the following exciting, im- 
mensely practical, extremely useful 
and often simply common sensical... 


LIST OF PRACTICUM DO’S AND 
DONT’S: 


DON'T sit at a back table and 
observe. Constantly work to estab- 
lish a rapport with children. 

2. DO extra work! Get involved in 
extra curricular activities and go that 
extra distance in programming. 

3. DO be punctual. 

4. DO check out supervision and 
make sure you are scheduled. 

5. DO meet teachers before going to 
teach and ask for resources. Show 
you are eager to prepare ahead of 
time in order to get feedback on your 
plans. 

6. DO check out report card format. 
Report cards will give you valuable 
information regarding community 
values and school philosophy. 

7. DO pay for the coffee you drink in 
the staff room, and make sure your 
parking arrangements aren't inter- 


fering with important staff parking 
rituals which have taken decades to 
evolve. 

8. DON'T be too friendly with chil 
dren initially. Remember that your 
role is ultimately one of authority. 
9. DO follow the routine the teacher 
has already set and model class rules 
that have been established. 

10. DO take attendance — be sure 
to keep track of kids always! 

11. DON'T make assumptions. As 
questions and clarify. 

12. DO observe staff room dynanr 
ics, and initially, work to fit in and to 
be seen as a team member by chi 
dren and by other teachers. 

13. DO ask to see other teachers and 
observe how their styles fit in with 
school’s philosophy. Talk to different 
teachers about their individual 
strengths. 

14, DO check back with your faculy 
consultant often. 

15. DO photocopy resources like a 
fiend! Practicum is your ultimate time 
to collect resources. Keeping a cur 
riculum file on recipe cards, alpho- 
betized according to subject, is 4 
good idea. 
16. DO thump your Alberta Curricu- 
lum Guide. It is your obligation am 
duty as a teacher to follow the cur 
riculum goals in this legal document.
